Costello: Steel being taken seriously

The Clinton administration has 
finally started to take the dumping of 
foreign steel seriously, according to 
U.S. Rep. Jerry Costello, D-Belleville. 

On Monday, Costello said the U.S. 
government has filed an official com- 
plaint against Russia and has put 
U.S. steel purchasers on notice that 
they face very high tariffs and other 
economic sanctions if they purchase 
illegally’ or improperly imported 
steel. 

He also said Japan has responded 
favorably to the pressure. 

“We just received export reports 
for December,” he said. ‘‘There has 
been a dramatic drop for the month 
of December since they were put on 
notice, so they are responding to the 
action taken.’”” 


According to the U.S. Commerce 
Department, the second quarter of 
4998 showed the highest steel import 
volumes in U.S. history. Steel imports: 
from Japan during the first six 
months of 1998 increased 113.7 per-

cent over January to June 1997, and 


, imports from Korea increased 389.5 


percent during the same period. 

The International Trade Commis- 
sion recently approved a preliminary 
staff recommendation saying that for-

dized steel. 


Subsidies violate basic trade agree- 
ments and allow other countries to 
dramatically undercut U.S. steel pric- 


es. If the companies are found to be. 


dumping steel by the Commerce 
Department, those imports could face 
tariffs of up to 200 percent. 


In addition, Clinton had announced 
$300 million in tax credits for compa- 
nies hurt by the dumping, but indus- 
try and union officials were extreme- 
ly critical of the measures.

We asked Kenny why he left 
Ireland to be a priest in the 
United States. He told us that 
there are so many young men 
in Ireland who enter the priest- 
hood that the Church has no 
parishes for them. They are 
sent to the United States, and 
in New York, they are 
assigned to parishes that are 
hard to fill 

Kenny was going to Ireland 
to perform the wedding cere- 
mony of a niece, but I can’t 
remember him’ mentioning 
that the pope would be in Ire- 
land at the same time.

Before we all 
fell off to sleep on our night 
flight, I felt we had a friend in 
this handsome, dark-haired 
priest.

got back in our Escort, turned 
on the radio and heard for the 
second time only that Dublin 
was ready for the pope. Sud 
denly there was a news flash 
that cars would not be allowed 
on the streets of Dublin after 4 
p.m., although buses and cabs 
would. A little after 4 p.m. we 
arrived at our hotel, four miles 
east of the center of Dublin. 
Our first thought was to call 
the car rental company to find 
out what we should do with the 
car. The company spokesman 
told us to leave the keys at the 
desk and they would pick up 
the car later. After an early 
dinner we left the hotel for a 
bus ride to the city center 

Wow! It was like Mardi 
Gras. With all the Catholics in 
Ireland, 1 couldn’t believe that 
the pope had never visited 
there. The bus soon filled and 
we were let out on the main 
street of Dublin at the bus cen- 
ter. I couldn’t believe the peo- 
ple, all so jubilant 

Another bus pulled up and a 
18- or 19-year-old boy alighted 
with about six young boys. I 
remarked to my husband how 
nice it was that this young 
man was bringing these young 
boys to see all this excitement. 
About five minutes later Milt 
was hit from behind by a 
young boy who had his hands 
covered with a shawl, while a 
second boy slipped his hand 
into Milt’s back pocket. 
hadn’t known that he had 
switched his billfold to his 
jacket while we were on the 
bus. It was our first encounter 
with pickpockets, sometimes 
called fingersmith 

We spent the evening people- 
watching and visiting pubs, 
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and upon our desire to return 
to the hotel, we found buses 
Had just quit for the days and 
we had to wait until 1 a.m. for 
a cab, still leaving many peo- 
ple to enjoy the revelry 

The next morning Milt went 
to the lobby for a paper and he 
returned all excited telling me 
that people were walking down 
the street seven abreast. He 
questioned whether these peo- 
ple could walk four miles into 
town and then an added four 
or five miles to Phoenix Park 
where the pope held Mass: He 
had noted that some were too 
old for that long walk. The 
newspaper the next day did 
report that at least five people 
had heart attacks and a like 
number of babies were born at 
Phoenix Park. “ 

We knew we had to walk into 
town and after breakfast, we 
did just that. Having a little 
heart trouble earlier in the 
year, I knew I would have to 
stop often to rest. This walk 
was a real education in archi- 





tecture and history. Houses 
were close together with a 
variety of colored doors. Most 


houses had a couple steps up 
to the walk, and on the steps 
we often rested. Houses dis- 
played pictures of the pope in 
the windows and, of course, 
the Irish flag of green, yellow 
and white was shown every- 
where.

1040 booklets and can file by 
coming to a special Internet 
site. 

* TeleFile, available to 
500,000 taxpayers who received 
an insert in their state tax 
booklets and can file by mak- 
ing a 10-minute, toll-free tele- 
phone call 

* Direct Electronic Filing,

The first electronically filed 
returns came with the intro 
duction of the Direct Electron- 
ic Filing program that saw 813 
participants in 1991.

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If you have ever wondered 
Swhy an oil filter should be 
changed every 3,000 miles or 
‘an air filter every 24,000 miles, 
‘consider this: 

* At 40 miles per hour, oil 
“lows through the lubrication 
‘system at a rate of 3.5 gallons 
sper minute — in other words, 
210 gallons per hour. 

After 3,000 miles, it’s not the 
‘four or five quarts of oil in the 
‘system that you have to worry 
about. It’s the 15,000 gallons of 
oil that have passed through 
the oil filter. 

If your car gets 20 miles per 
gallon, it will burn two gallons 
‘of gasoline and 20,000 to 24,000 
gallons of air in one hour 
‘Even at an average 20 mpg, 
‘this air filter will have cleaned 
13.2 million gallons of air over 
24,000 miles. That is roughly 67 
tons of air (at standard tem- 
perature and pressure).

miles. That is why it is wise 
knowledgeable car owners usu- 
ally think in terms of 3,000- to 
3,500-mile oil and filter change 
intervals.

Oil circulating in an engine 
travels from+hot areas to cocl- 
er ones, helping to equalize 
temperatures. Over time, 
engine heat evaporates some 
of the lighter, more volatile 
components of the oil, causing 
it to oxidize and thicken. As a 
result, it is no longer as effec- 
tive a lubricant for the car’s 
engine. This is one reason reg- 
ular oil and filter changes are 
needed.

America has now passed the 
100th anniversary of the auto- 
mobile, commemorating more 
than a century-long love affair 
between owners and their cars. 

Once a luxury for the elite, 
the motor vehicle now is a 
basic necessity that is totally 
integrated into our lifestyles. 
Today, there are more regis- 
tere motor vehicles than 
licensed drivers. The average 
American household owns 1.7 
vehicles and spends more than 
17 percent of its budget on 





As combustion from the fir- 
ing of fuel and air by the 
spark plugs pushes down the 
piston in an engine, moving 


parts are pushed toward eac! 
other with several tons of 
force. It’s only a microscopic 


film of oil that-prevents the 
parts from scraping together 
and destroying each other. 
Because the oil film is so thin, 
it must be clean; otherwise 
contaminants may come into 
contact with moving parts and 
damage them 

Meanwhile, the oil is picking 
up contamination. Some of it 
consists of combustion byprod- 
ucts, such as soot, forced past 
the piston rings. When an 
engine is first started and oil 
has not been able to circulate 
completely yet, moving parts 
will scrape together momen- 
tarily, causing some micro- 
scopic metal bits to get in the 
oil 

And while everyone has 
heard of leaks that let oil drip 
out of an engine, a defective 
air filter or any leaks in the 
engine’s intake air supply will 
let contaminants slip into the 
engine. 

Air Filters 

Engines consume vast amounts 


of air. Fram engineers note 
that an engine uses 10,000 to 
12,000 gallons of air for each 
gallon of gasoline burned, and 
that a car delivering 20’ mpg 
consumes about 550 gallons of 
air per mile. 

The air filter is your car’s 
first defense against harmful 
dirt; before it goes anywhere, 
air meets the filter. And, in 
spite of the huge amount of air 
that moves through it, an air 
filter only needs to be replaced 
after about 24,000 miles of nor- 
mal driving. 

Vacuum created by engine 
operation draws in’ the air 
needed for the engine to run 
Considering the amount of air 
that an engine requires, it is 
critical that the air be filtered; 
any dust-laden air that gets in 
will cause excessive internal 
wear. 

Engines have several places 
where vacuum leaks may 
occur, making it possible for 
unfiltered air to enter and 
cause damage. Dirty air can 
slip past an air filter element 
not properly positioned in its 
housing. An air filter element 
that has been dropped very 
likely does not fit correctly. It 
should be discarded. 
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Even though the typical engine carries only 


four to five quarts of ofl, constant 








recirculation means that an average of 15,750 
gallons have passed through the filter in 
3,000 miles. That is why car owners think in 
terms of 3,000- to 3,500-mile oil and filter 


change intervals. 





Leaks also may appear 
between’ the air filter housing 
and the carburetor or engine. 
Air filters that sit on top of the 
carburetor should have a gas- 
ket between the filter housing 
and the carburetor. These gas- 
kets are often missing so 
check to see if it is there. If 
not, replace it. 





If it is in place, check for 
signs of uneven contact and 
replace the gasket if it appears 
air may slip past it. Make sure 
that ductwork between remote 
mounted filters and the engine 
has no leaks. 

It is also possible for air 
leaks to develop in the engine 


itself. In the ATZ case of cars 
with carburetors, vacuum 
leaks on the engine’s intake 
manifold are hard to ignore 
since they will cause the car to 
run roughly. Also, many acces- 
sories are vacuum-operated 


For example, if the cruise 
control works ‘erratically, if 
the heater vents change from 
dash to floor to defrost, or if 
the power brakes become hard 
to use, a vacuum leak may be 
the cause. But these leaks 
affect more than just accesso- 
ries. They also may impede 
operation of the brakes in 
addition to exposing the engine 
to potentially damaging dust

He 
thanked his doctors, including 
one he said had opened up his 


* brain, ‘We're so lucky to do 


what we do... and just take 
every day and enjoy it,” Fox 
Said, 

The awards, broadcast from 
a hotel ballroom by NBC, were 
plagued by problems with 
sound cutting out and the 
picture freezing momentarily. 

The Golden Globes are 
awarded for film and 
television in what can be a 
more colorful affair than the 
stodgier Academy Awards. 
‘Last year, Lahti was in the 
bathroom when she was 
announced as a winner for 
“Chicago Hope.” This year she 
showed up as a presenter with 
toilet paper stuck to a shoe. 

One award was announced 
before the ceremony: 
Nicholson was honored with 
the Cecil B, DeMille Award for 


his “outstanding contribution 


to the entertainment field.” In 
his speech, he reminisced 
about the bawdy antics of Joan 
Crawford and Rita Hayworth 
in bygone Golden Globe 
awards, “I like fun, What can 
I say?’’ Nicholson said.
